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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: in the Specification, replace the 
Abstract with following: 

The present invention provides a cubic boron nitride sintered body, which 
achieves both of superior chipping resistance and wear resistance. In accordance with a 
first aspect of the present invention, a cubic boron nitride (cBN) sintered body contains 
cubic boron nitride particles and a bonding material used for bonding the cBN particles 
to one another. This sintered body is constituted by cBN particles in a range from 70 vol 
% to 98 vol % and a residual bonding material made from a Co compound, an Al 
compound and WC and a solid solution of these. Moreover, the cBN particles in the 
sintered body contain 0.03 wt % or less of Mg and 0.001 wt % or more to 0.05 wt % or 
less of Li. In accordance with a second aspect of the present invention, the cubic boron 
nitride sintered body has a composition in which the bonding material of the first aspect 
is changed to an Al compound. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments are persuasive at showing the distinctness of the 
amended claims from the double patenting prior art applied in the previous office action. 
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The amendments change the claims to be patentably distinct from those of U.S. 
7,081 ,424. Therefore, the previously issued grounds of rejection are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, either alone or in combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious the 
instantly claimed cubic boron nitride sintered body. The prior art of record fails to teach 
a cubic boron nitride material having a bonding material comprising Al, WC, and Co 
compounds, or an Al compound alone, and additionally having the catalyst amount 
controlled to at most 0.03 weight% Mg and 0.001-0.05 weight% Li. 

The most relevant prior art references found are Hirano et al (US 4545968) and 
Okamura et al (US 7081424). The difference from instant claims is that Hirano teaches 
a cubic boron nitride material with lithium in an amount greater than 0.05 wt% Li, and 
Okamura teaches a cubic boron nitride material with a binder material that is different 
from that of instant claims. For the above reasons, the subject matter of the amended 
instant claims is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.
